■■■■^rds  of  one  thousand  dollars  each  v/ill  come  to  V'ashington  for  9  months'   study  in 

:  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,"     So  writes  our  correspondent  in  the  ccpital 
city.    She  adds  some  interesting  details  aoout  these  and  previous  winners  of  similar 
felloT/ships, 

These  annual  awards,  as  you  no  douht  remenher,  are  v/on  hy  p,  you}.ig  man  and 
young  woman  who  have  heen  outstanding  4-H  cluh  memhers.    ?or  the  past  8  years,  our 
reporter  explains,  the  awards  have  "been  given  hy  the  Payne  Fimd  of  Nev/  York  Citj'-. 
This  ye^r  they  arc  sponsored  "by  the  i'a.tional  Committee  on  Boys'  and  Girls'  Cluh 
l?ork  of  Chicago,  Illinois. 

But  how  does  a  club  mcmher  quolify  for  the  f  ellowship?    Ucll ,  the  winners 
t-Vis  year  v;orc  selected  from  30  applicants-  14  yoimg  women  and  16  youiig  men  from  21 
states.    A  comr.iittee  of  the  Extension  Service  in  the  Depcxtmcnt  of  A^'riculture  pass- 
ed on  the  merits  of  the  applicants  and  chose  Lillian  Ann  liuxphy  of  Bremen,  Indio.na, 
^iliacr  W.  Bassett,  Jr.,  of  Monticello,  Florida. 

"Both  of  these  young  people  had  heon  active  nomhcrs  of  4-H  clubs.  Uniting 
the  time  they  were  eligible  for  membership,  they  won  many  honors  and  awards  for  the 
excellence  of  their  work  on  the  farm  and  in  the  home.    Both  dxo  nov;  county  extension 
events.    Hins  liurphy  is  home  demonstration  agent  in  Vigo  County  Indiana,  and  LIr. 
Sassctt  is  assistant  agricultural  agent  in  Lake  County,  Florida, 

"But  before  achieving  this  '  sumna  cum  laudc'  recognition  for  4-H  Club  work, 
^record  of  ca.ch  is  a  history  of  hard  work,  leadership,  a^nd  repeated  honors.  To 
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take  the  lady  first:  Miss  Mm-phy  grev;  up  on  a  farm  in  St,  Joseph  Cour.ty,  Indiana,  in 
a  famil:/  of  5  girls  and  2  bovs.    Her  11  years  in  club  vork  extends  over  the  period 
of  high  school  and  into  her  college  ye.ars.     She  received  her  B.S.  degree  in  home 
economics  from  Purdue  University  in  1938.     Then  she  bocamG  a  home  demonstration 
agent,  working  with  850  homcmakers  and  784  4-H  club  girls. 

"The  projects  that  come  \indcr  homemaking  activities  with  women  arc  a  reflec- 
tion in  a  way  of  Hiss  liurphy"  s  own  experience  as  a  4-H  club  member  in  15  different 
cluts.    They  have  included  house  furnishing,  gardening,  landscaping,  constructive 
use  of  leisure  time,  use  of  dairy  products  in  the  hone,  cooking  cheaper  cuts  of 
Dcat,  and  safety  in  the  hone. 

"As  a  club  member,  Hisa  ilurphy  held  offices  of  president,  vice-president, 
secretary,  song  leader  and  nev7s  reporter,  and  was  later  a  local  leader  of  4-H  clubs 
in  her  county  for  2  years.     Slie  won  the  trip  to  the  National  4-H  Club  Congress  in 
Clncago  in  1933,  and  at  that  time  she  was  the  national  achievement  winner  and  was 
rordcd  the  President's  trophy.    No  wonder  she  was  chosen  as  a  delegate  to  the  1936 
Fation,al  4-K  Club  Camp  in  '.Tashington  I 

"In  college  she  had  a  c.-u'ccr  of  equal  brilliance  m-24:ed  by  leadership  in  many 
fields  of  college  activity,  Pjrid  affiliation  vrith  popular  org.nni zations  .-md  clubs. 
^^•^ni  spend  her  9  months  in  Washington  studying  ,and  preparing  a  thesis  on  some 
J^ase  of  hone  economics  in  its  relation  to  extension  work. 

">'0w  for  IJr.  Bassett.    His  career  parallels  liiss  liurphy's  in  that  he  wo^i  a 
t^iP  to  the  Nation  4-K  Club  Congress  in  Chicago  in  1931  and  he  has  been  in  T7ashing- 
before  as  a  delegate  to  the  National  4-H  Club  Camp  in  1933.     During  his  6  years 
actxvo  4-H  club  membership  he  acted  as  president  of  his  club  for  3  years  and 

^  year,  attended  4  State  short  coiorses  and  3  summer  camps.    He  got  his 

do 

e,^ee  from  the  University  of  Florida  in  1957.    V.'hilo  he  was  at  college  he  took 
^  active  "oirf  • 

.^ut  xn  piee  club  tmd.  debating  activities,  was  associate  editor  and  editor 
c  college  paper,  a  leader  in  many  extra- curriculum  activities  ajid  a  member  of 
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Tarious  fraternal  and  scientific  societies.  He  substit^-.ted  in  pnlpits  for  ministers 
a  -rn'oer  of  times. 

"It  is  interesting;  to  follov:  the  later    career  of  those  v/ho  have  already  won 
fello^'ships  and  put  in  a  winter  of  intensive  stud;;"  u:ider  the  ;3uid3jice  of  Dep-ixtnent 
of  Agricult'ore  scientists  and  specialists.     Sometimes  the  thesis  propai'cd  during 
that  year  gives  a  hint  of  the  field  entered  later.
